Bridges.—Of the Rs. 5,730 contributed, Baboo Amrito Lall Mookerjee 
of Burdwan gave Rs. 5,030 for a masonry bridge over the Feringachee river. 

Embankments or Bunds,—Rupees 8,847 were contributed for these works. 
Of this amount, the Court of Wards, on behalf of the Cooch Behar State, 


gave Rs, 8,297, 


n Tanks.—Rupees 1,21,824 were contributed for these; and the largest 
“eontributions are from Raja Ram Chunder Deo, in the Singbhoom district, 
Shah Afi Ahmed of Moolnagar, Raja Ram Gopal Roy Chowdhury of Billo-» 
gram in Dinagepore, and the Court of Wards in Cooch Behar, who gave ,_ 
respectively, Ks. 9,029, Rs. 4,000, Ks. 3,500, and Rs. 3,192. ‘he liber- _ 
ality of the first named gentleman extended to no less than thirteen different ~ 
villages in his estate. Many generous beneficences for the supply of good 
water by the construction of tanks, exceeding Rs. 1,000 each in cost, are to be 


found in the lists received from the Commissioners of divisions. 


Wells,—The amount of contributions under this head is Rs 153,719. Of 
this, Rs. 1,925 were contributed in the district “of Shahabad for the construc- 
tion of 7 wells; Rs. 4,600 in the district of. Monghyr for 16 wells; and 
Rs. 2,250 in the district of Purneah for 7 wells. The remaining 46 wells

I am directed to submit the following report on the state of the salt 
Sara, market for the first quarter of 1884-85 comprising 
H. A. Cocexnrxt, Ese, 084. the months of April, May, and June 1884. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
under report amounted to 24,78,324 maunds 18 seers 7 chittacks, against 
28,42,974 maunds 26 seers 10 chittacks in the previous quarter and 21,35,695 _ 
maunds 23 seers 8 chittacks in the corresponding quarter of the previous year ; 
and the net amount of duty levied thereon was Rs. 47,90,905-8, against 
Rs. 43,92,616 in the previous quarter and Rs. 40,95,697-8 in the correspond- 
ing quarter of the previous year. 

3. The quantity of excise salt sold in the districts of Outtack, 
Balasore, and 24-Pergunnahs during the quarter under review from the

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE WEEK ENDING THE 29rn AUGUST 1884, 


Tue past week has been marked by very scanty rainfall over the greater part of the 
Province. During the first half of the week, pressure decreased in consequence of the forma- 
tion of an area of barometric depression and cyclonic circulation in the Bay, off the Ganjam 
coast. The indraught to this diminished very considerably the strength of the sea winds, 
and hence, the amount of the rainfall in Bengal. It advanced across the Ganjam coast south 
of Gopalpore on the evening of the 26th, and broke up a few hours afterwards, after having 
given moderate rain to the greater part of the west coast of the Bay, Its disappearance was 
followed by a slight increase of the monsoon winds in Bengal, and by the occurrence of light 
showers over the greater part of Bengal. A rapid increase of pressure on the 29th and 30th 
accompanied a considerable diminution of the strength of the winds and rainfall, so that at 
the end of the weck a partial break in the rains was established over nearly the whole of the 
Province. 

The most prominent feature in the meteorology of the past week has been the very 
slight rainfall over the greater part of the Province, including South Behar, Chutia Nagpur, 
and Central Bengal. ‘The districta in that area have only received from 10 to 35 per ceut. of “<h 
the normal rainfall of the week. 

There were also two special and local features of importance. The first was a heavy 
fall of rain, giving an average of nearly 14 inches over those districts in North Behar 
(including Durbhunga, Mozufferpore and Chumparun) where rainfall has for some weeks 
past been abnormally deficient. The second was the occurrence of almost continuous 
heavy rain during the week in the districts of North Bengal bordering on the hills, The 
Tulpigoree and Cooch Behar districts received an averave of 12} inches, the normai fall of 
the week being only 5} inches, ‘Lhis small area of excestive rainfall hence obtained nearly 
2) times its normal allowance. 

Pressure —A slight increase of pressure occurred at the commencement of the week. 
This was followed on the 24th, 25th, and 26th by a moderate diminution of pressure, which 
was, on the 26th, below the normal by amounts ranging from “01” at Durbhunga to *09” at 
Orissa. There was ov thac day, a slight barometric depression in the Bay near to the Orissa 
and Ganjam coasts. It crossed the coast to the south of Gopalpore on the evening of the 
26th and speedily broke up. This was followed by a slight rise of the barometer on the 
27th, and by au unusually rapid rise on the 28th, 29th, and 30th, averaging nearly two- 
tenths of an inch over the greater part of the Province. Pressure was hence very consider- 
ably above the normal at the end of the week, by amounts ranging from ‘08” at Patua to 
+12” at Chittagong and +18” at Durbhunga. The barometric movement during the week 
has hence been coufined to one large oscillation, downward motion occurring during the first 
half of the week, and upward motion during the latter half. 

The mean pressure of the week heuce does not differ much from the normal. It is 
slightly in excess in the case of Kast Bengal, the northern aud eastern districts of South- 
West Bengal, North Behar and probably North Bengal, and is in defect over the remainder 
of the Province. Hence, as for some weeks past, Orissa, Chutia Nagpur and the adjacent 
districts of South-West Bengal formed an area of deficient pressure, relative to the whole 
Province. 

Temperature.—In consequence of the small rainfall of the week, the mean temperature » 
was generally above the average. The excess, as is usually the case, was most marked in Behar 
and Obutia Nagpur, where the mean temperature was from 14° to 2° above the normal. Migh

The largest amounts were recorded in the Durbhunga, Mozufferpore, and Chumparun 
districts, in which rainfall has been for some weeks much below the average and very irre- 
gularly distributed.

The preceding statements hence indicate that a partial break in the rains obtained during 
the week under review over a large portion of the interior of the Province. South Behar, 
Chutia Nagpur, the greater part of North Bengal, and Mymensingh received unusually small 
amounts. South-West Bengal and Orissa received moderate amounts due to frequent light 
showers. The northern districts of North Bengal adjoining the hills obtained almost con- 
tinuous heavy rain duriug the week. North Behar had one day’s heavy rain, which gave it 
amounts differing little from the normal total rainfall of the week. 

The rainfall was in excess in the Julpigoree, Chumparan, Darjeeling, Mozufferpore. 
Durbhunga, Noakhally, Purneah, Commillah and Backerguuge districts. The Julpigoree, 
districts received 24 times its normal fall, and the Chumparun twice its normal amount.

Orissa has received 73 per cent. of its 
normal amount forthe month of August, North Behar 72 per cent., South Behar 7] per 
cent , Ohutia Nagpur 70 per cent., North Bengal 69 per cent., and South-West Bengal and 
East Bengal each 61 per cent. As is almost invariably the case, deficiency in the amount of 
the rainfall has accompanied very considerable irregularity in its occurrence and distri- 
bution. ‘The area in which the rainfall has been most deficient in amount includes the 
central districts of Bengal. The following table gives data illustrating the character

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with the budget estimates for 1882-83 will show to what extent the 
anticipations formed at the beginning of the year have actually been 
realized, and the effect of the contract on the Provincial Revenues. It will 
not be necessary here to enter into the details of the contracty:the principle 
of which is, as has already been explained in the Financial Resolutions of 
past years, that instead of giving the Local Government a fixed sum of money 
to make good any excess of provincialiged expenditure over provincialized 
reéeipts, a certain percentage of the Imperial revenue has been devoted sto this 
_ object. A few heads of receipts and expenditure have been reserved as Imperial, 
others have been divided in proportions, for the most part equal, between 
Imperial and Provincial, and the rest have been made Provincial. ‘he balance of 
transfers being against the Local Government has been rectified by a fixed per- 
centage on the land revenue of the Province, otherwise reserved as Imperial, The 
percentage of land revenue has, however, been calculated after allowing for the 
claim of the Government of India to share the general improvement that resulted 
to the Provincial revenves during the five years preceding the new contract. That 
share has been fixed at 30 lakhs a year. From this the Government of India 
have deducted three lakhs to be expended on the improvement of the Subordinate 
Executive and Judicial Services, and the establishment of the new district of 
Khoolna. In order, also, that the Local Government might not be embarrassed 
by a sudden reduction of 27 lakhs in its income, asum of Rs. 28} lakhs was 
ded to the credit balance of the province for 1881-82. In the Resolution of 
the 8rd July 1883, it was shewn that, with this addition of 28} lakhs, and the 
restoration of 20 lakhs which had been contributed to the Imperial treasury 
in the two years 1879-80 and 1880.81, the Provincial Services closed the 
year 1881-82 with acredit balance of Ks. 77,20,000 instead of Rs. 14,46,000 
as originally estimated. In the sum of Rs. 77,20,000 was included Rs. 1,77,000 
which represented the expenditure on account of Census operations charged to 
Provincial, but subsequently refunded by the Government of India. This 
adjustment, however, was not finally made in 1881-82, and the year actually 
elosed with a credit balance of Rs. 75,438,011.

During the recent Calcutta Exhibition, trials were made, at the sugzestion 
of the Government of India, of certain fibre-extracting machines then in the 
Exhibition. Partly owing to the difficulty of procuring all the fibres which it 
was desired to test, and partly from the defects of the machines then available, 
no conclusive results were arrived at. It is now proposed to renew the experi- 
ments unver more favourable conditions, with the assistance of the Agri-Horti- 
cultural Society of India, which bas been asked to supply the requisite fibres. 
The objects in view are— 

(i) Lo secure such a competitive triul of muchines and processes for the 
extraction of Indian fibres as may lead to the introduction into 
this country of a cheap, simple and portable fibre-extracting 
machine. 

(ii) To obtain the opinion of experts in India andin Europe as to the 
value of the fibres obtained by the trials, and the uses to which 
they can be put. ; 

The experiments will be carried out in Calcutta on the 15th October snd 
following days, under the management of Mr. J. W. Hanlon, Superintendent 

of Jail Manufactures, assis'ed by Mr. Liotard of the Revenue and Agricultural 
Department of the Government of India, wiose services have been placed at 
the disposal of this Government with effect from the 15th September. Siems 
and other fibrous portions of fibre-bearing plants or trees, and as far as possible 
motive power, will be provided by Government. Intending competitors are 
invited to place themselves in communication with Mr. Hanlon at tne office of 
the Inspector-General of Jails not later than the 1st October next, and to state 
on which fibrous plants they wish to experiment, and to what extent, in order 
‘that arrangements may be made for providing sufficient quantities of material 
to be operated on, . 

If the number of machines entered is sufficient to produce a_ satisfactory 

competition, the Government will be prepared to award a sum of Rs. 2,000 in 
" prizes, the respective amounts of which will be subsequently determined.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE WEEK ENDING THE 5rm SEPTEM- (\ 
BER 1884. ;

Tux meteorology of the past week has been very unusual. At the end of last week, 
a ‘partial break of the rains was established over nearly the whole Province. A‘small 
atmospheric whirl, or cyclonic disturbance, begat to form at the commencement of the 
present week in the north-west angle of the Bay. This was evidently due to the advance of 
another burst of monsoon winds, and flow of aqueous vapour northwards, 

‘The southerly winds feeding it were apparently at first feeble. The whirl was hence of 
small intensity, and of little importance at sea. It crossed the coast, apparently to the 
east of Saugor Island, on the morning of the 2nd, The depression was then very small 
was filling up. Strong southerly winds were, however, advancing northwards along the 
Aracan coast and giving very heavy rain. They began on the 2nd to influence the weather 
in East Bengal, and the eastern districts of South-West Bengal, oyer which heayy rain 
commenced to fall, 

The very slight depression which then remained in South-West Bengal appears to 
have determined the rainfall to the Khoolna and Jessore districts, The depression began Py 
to intensify rapidly, and was very distinctly marked on the morning of the 8rd, when its : 
centre and that of the cyclonic circulation was near Jessore. 1t marched westwards, and 
was near Calcutta on the morning of the 4th, and Midnapore on the 5th. It filled up 
rapidly for some time after passing Calcutta, during which it marched through Chutia 
Nagpur into the Central Provinces, where fresh supplies of vapour from the Bombay coast 
appear to have given it renewed vitality. 

The weather and rainfall of the week has been almost entirely determined by this 
disturbance, It has given excessive rain to the central districts of South-West Bengal from 
Khoolna to Burdwan, and average or abundant rain over the whole-of South-West engal, 
and the greater part of East Bengal, Orissa, and Chutia Nagpur. 

The indraught to it has, on the other hand, very considerably diminished rainfall 
of Behar, and the greater part of North Bengal, over which a partial break has obtained 
during the week. Occasional light showers of little importance were received, but the 
district rainfall over the whole of the area of deficient rainfall was barely 30 per cent. 
of its normal amount. One or two districts, more especially Patna and Chumparnn, were 
practically without rain during the week. ; 

Pressure, as was noted in last week’s report, increased rapidly on the 29th and 30th, 
and was, on the morning of the 30th, above the normal by amounts varying from ‘08” at 
Patna to ‘12” at Chittagong. It then commenced to give way. At the same time 
a small area of low pressure, giving rise to feeble cyclonic circulation, formed in the north- 
west angle of the Bay. Pressnre continued to diminish on the Ist and 2nd, and on the 


was then filling up. The indraught on the eastern quadrant gave rise to heavy rain 
in the eastern districts of South-West Bengal. This either gave rise to a new depression, or 
intensified the small depression which had crossed the Bengal coast on the morning of the 
2ud, and was apparently filling up at that time. Pressure continued to give way rapidly 
during the next 24 hours over the whole Province. The centre of the depression at 
10 a.m. of the 3rd was near, and to the south-west of, Jessore. It advanced slowly west- . 
wards, and was a little distance to the north or north-north-west of Caleutta-on the 
morning of the 4th. It was then at its fullest development. Pressure was below the 
normal over the Province by amounts ranging from “08” at Patna to -21” at Calcutta and 
“24” at Jessore. It continued to move westwards with a slight southerly tendency, and ~ 
artially filled up during the remainder of its advance through the Province. ‘The centre was 
in the Midnapur district on the morning of the 5th. It crossed through Chutia Nas on 
the 6th and 7th, and appears.to have passed into the northern districvs of the Central Pro- 
vinees, where it has obtained fresh supplies of aqueous vapour brought up by the Bombay — a 
branch of the monsoon current, and is givins heavy rain to Central India.

“4 Moderate general rain fell over the whole of Orissa, South-West Bengal, and East 
Bengal on the 3rd. It was heaviest in the southern districts of East Bengal, and the Jessore 
and Khoolua districts of South-West Bengal. The largest amounts recorded were 4°58 
inches at Burrisal and 4°43 inches at Oox’s Bazar. Light showers, somewhat more 
general than previously, were received in North Bengal and Behar. The rainfall of the 4th 
occurred over the same area as on the 3rd, but was much !arger in amount. If was heaviest

The rainfali of the past week has been very unequally distributed. The Jessore and 
Khoolna districts have received four times their normal rainfall, the 24-Pergnnnahs, three 
times, and the Burdwan, Nuddea and Burrisal two times the average amount of the week. 
Midnapcore, Bancoora, Beerbhoom, and Furreedpore have obtained from 10 to 60 per cent. 
in excess, and the Balasore, Manbhoom, Noakbally and Dacca districts from 5 to 15 per 
cent. in excess. 

: The area of abundant rainfall during the past week hence includes almost the whole 
of South-West Bengal, and the southern districts of Hast Bengal, and the Balasore district 
of Orissa.

Tux month of August resembles July in all its more important meteorological features. 
South-west monsoon winds continue with undiminished force, and give amounts of rain over 
the whole province differing little from those of the previous month. In normal years, the 
winds commence to diminish in strength, but this change proceeds very slowly. until. the 
beginning or middle of September. The greater part of the rainfull of the province is 
brought up by the Bay of Bengal monsoon current; a considerable por'ion of the rainfall of Fs 
Chutia Nagpar and South Behar is, however, undoubtedly due directly to the Bombay branch, 
or toits inter-action with the Bay of Bengal branch. ‘Tuese two currents supplement each 
other’s action, and hence give approximately uniform rainfall over the greater part of the 
province. The only districts which receive amounts decidediy larger than the remainder of 
the province are those in the immediate neighbourhood of the hills m Northern and Eastern 
Bengal and those bordering on the sea, more especially in South avd Soutn-East Bengal. 

There are strong reasons for believing that many of the local meteorological peculiarities 
which influence and determine the distribution of the rainfall at and after the commence- 
ment of the south-west monsoon are established daring the hot weather months, In other 
words, the action of the great heat and large differences of temperature at that time tends to 
establish Jocal peculiarities of one kind. The action of rainiall, accompanying as it does 
approximate uniformity of temperature, tends to remove or smooth away these peculiarities, and 
to introduce others of a different nature. Hence the relative meteorological conditions of 
the various portions of the province slowly alter; and, although it rarely occurs that the general 
character of the monsoon is modified during its sway, the local distribution frequently varies 
very largely during the course of the monsoon, ‘This often begins to shaw itself in the 
month of August, after the heavy rainfall of July, which is usually sufficient to produce 
considerable local changes of meteorological features or conditions, 

The normal distribution of the rainfall of the month is comparatively simple. The 
average August rainfall exceeds 20 inches in two localities: the first includes Chitta-. : 
gon, Noskholly, and Backergunge districts; and the second the Julpigoree, Cooch Behar, 
aud Darjeeling districts, ‘The line of 15 inches average rainfall, and between which and the % 
two areas abovementioned, it varies between 15 and 20 inches, runs nearly parallel to the 
coast from Saugor Island, turns to the north, and runs parallel to the Tipperah and Sylhet 
hills, and through the centre of the Rungpore district, to Kissengunge in the Purneah district, Ty 
The greater part of Chutia Nagpur, South-West, Central, and North Bengul, and a large he 
part of East receives an average of between 12 and 15 inches.

Heuee the general character of the monsoon was 
‘unchanged during the mouth, although some slight local differences in the distribotida ot 
the rainfall occurred. ‘Ihe general character of the rainfall of the province is sufficiently M 
indicated by the fact that rain fell on 16 oF or on 87 per cent. of the average or normal - vn] 
number of rainy days during the month, and that an ayerage amount of nine inches was ? 
received, the normal average fall being thirteen inches. Hence only 69 per cent. of the 
normal emount was obtained.

- Barometric depressions and storms of the month.—The month of August contrasts 
strikingly with the preceding month of July in the almost entire absence of cyclonic distur- 
bances, The following describes briefly the two storms which were generated near 
the head of the Bay, and passed into the province during the month. 

* 1st.—Small cyclonic storm of the 81st July to the 4th August. The Akyab obser- 
vations indicated the existence of an eddy or small atmospheric whirl 
in front of an advance of strong monsoon winds on the 51st of July, 
The winds shifted round in South Bengal to directions between north- 
east and north-west on the Ist and 2nd of August, and the disturbance 
increased in intensity, It advanced across the Balasore coast on the 
mornisg of the Srd, and passed rapidly through Chutia Nagpur and 
South Behar, and disappeared beyond the limi's of Bengal into the North- 
West Provinces on the evening of the 4th. It gave moderate rain 
to Orissa, South-West Bengal, and East Bengal on the 2nd, 3rd, and ” 
4th and to North Bengal, Chutia Nagpur, and Behar on the 8rd 
and 4th, : 

2nd.—Small cyclonic storm of the 26th’ and 27th August. This was a very 
small disturbance which was generated off the Ganjam and Orissa coasts
